By nil the rules of the game of na- 


ture we should not be able to s,ee a 
filar at all, for it appears from tlio 
earth as a Eeometiicil point, d thing 
without dimensions, and cannot bo 
measured oven in the most powerful 
telescope. 
A star appears in a tele- 


scope 3uat as It does ti> the nuked eye. 
Now the question n.ituraily comes up 
as to why we can perceive a star, a 
thing with no dimensions. 
We cer- 


tainly cannot see so small a thing un- 
der the microscope. The whole answer 
li a peculiarity of tho human eye and. 
In fact, of nil optical instruments, call- 
ed diffraction. 
A l«ns does not focus 


parallel rays of liKlit to ,i geometrical 
point, even though they come from a 
point, and so a small disk Is printed 
on the retina by a star, and the star is 
perceived, 
llemoinber, though, tuat 


ordy tha star's effect Is perceived with 
tho eye, A planet of course is differ- 
ent, as It Is comparatively close to us, 


and its actual disk may be seen and 
measured In tbe teleicope, Just as that 
of the OIOOQ can be seen with, tbe nak- 
ed eye.—Chicago Herald.
